William Tom KEITH is one problem. 


A William KEITH is on the tax rolls in 1848 and 1850 for Holmes County, 
Florida [Holmes County Tax Records 1848, 1850]. Holmes County was formed from 
parts of Jackson, Walton and Washington Counties, in 1848 [Carswell 1986:2]. 


In the 1850 Federal Census, Florida, Holmes County, a William KEITH is 
listed with a family named Peterson. William KEITH is shown as from Alabama 
and 28 years old.

In the 1860 Federal Census, Florida, Holmes County, William KEITH is not 
to be found. However, Nancy BOUTWELL is now Nancy Keith, living with Stephen 
and Rachel BOUTWELL (her parents?) and has three children, George, William, 
and James S. KEITH. These boys are listed as born in AL in the 1860 census, 
that is probably an error. 


Josiah KEITH is next door age 78 b. sc (b abt 1782.) 


Obituaries & Florida Death Certificate for George Washington KEITH shows 
William KEITH and Nancy BOUTWELL as parents of George Washington KEITH. 


James S. KEITH, is buried at Cedar Grove United Methodist Cemetery, 

State Road 2 Holmes Co. FL His bd on marker is 3/2/1850 but there is conflict 
surrounding his birth date. George Washington KEITH was the oldest brother, 
according to the 1860 census and CSA pension applications of William Thomas 
and George Washington KEITH. The 1860 census shows James sS. as l.

This opens the possibility that James S. could be a half-brother to 
George Washington, and William Thomas, or it could be James William KEITH etc. 


or Mr. Curry was wrong. 


Try this: William meets and marries Nancy BOUTWELL. . They have 4 children, 
(the second child died young) Last child born in March 2, 1858. William may 
have died between June 1857 and July 1858. He is not on AL or FL mortality 
schedules for 1860 FC. Nancy is living in Holmes County with relatives in 
1860. The fact that she has an estate 100 personal property, leads me to 
believe William died before 1860. Also David KEITH dies bef. 1860 [See David 
KEITH below. ]

An 8th of January of 98 ton built in 1846, in Portsmouth, Ohio, first port, 
Cincinnati, Ohio, and abandoned in 1857 is listed in Merchant Steam vessels of 
the United States, 1790-1868., [Lytle:1975:61]

A William KEITH is shown on the Company Muster Roll for the Indian War, 
Florida War, Private, Lt. Rose's Co.,8 Reg't, Fla Mtd. Mil. March 12 to May 
12 1837 at Uchianna, present day Washington County for a period of two months. 
Additional muster rolls show him again May 18 to October 18, 1837 at Ft 
Turner, 1 Sergt, Capt, Turner's Co. 8 Reg't West Fla. Mtd. Mil. and October 19 
to December 18, 1837 again at Ucheeanna, Pvt. Capt. McIver's Mtd. Co., 1 Reg't 
Florida Militia. All units were under Col L. Brown, 1 West Fla. Mil. [Indian 
War Records, KEITH] 


More records, these from Pension Claim 2568 of Sarah KEITH, indicates 
that a William KEITH served as a Sergt, in N. A. Long's Company, Fla Vols, 
from Aug 5th 1836 to Nov. 5 1836 that he enrolled at Walton, C.H. (Court 
House) and was discharged he was discharged near Ft. Heilman. Also that he was 
paid for 21 days travel, 60 miles to point of rendezvous and 350 miles from 
point of discharge home. This William KEITH is Credited with the above 
service from March 12th 1837 to May 12th 1837. 


In this pension application, Sarah states William KEITH was born March 
15, 1808, and died Nov 29 1862 At St. Stephens, AL. That she, Sarah Turner, 
and William KEITH were married in Walton County 2 Dec 1841, by her brother, 
A.(Alex) Turner, J. P. That William KEITH received bounty land warrant for 
160 acres, that he sold to Dr. Houston. The pension application also states 
that they moved from Florida to AL in 1850.

Gaines, GA to Henry County AL in the 
spring of 1816. James was Killed by the Indians, and in 1817-18, George and 
Jonah are fighting in the Indian Wars, in GA. In 1824, Jonah died in Henry 
Co. AL. (See Jonah KEITH above.) I am working on this group, because it seems 
promising as a lead to my William KEITH. Jonah's daughter Elizabeth, is 
James Williams connection.

Just as 
food for thought, I am sending enckosurne #1, a few Kerth notes 
that I typed a few weeks ago. Through other records I know that 
AlLf£en Spurlock of the Georgia passports came gnom Ogkethorpe 
Co., Georgia. 1 assumed James Kerth and his wife Sanah did also. 
IT am enclosing #2, also, a tentative family group worksheet show- 
ing what Litthe I know about the James Kerth family. (Lemuel 
heads up my colkatenak Line in the Attala Co., Ms. area, and 
my dtnect Line stems fnom his sister Citturabek Ketth Brown. ) 
Enckosunre #3 4&8 a copy of my queny as it appeared in the Jackson, 
MS. newspaper.
